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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues (1) Briscoe's inhibited 
concentrate has no insoluble gelling agent residue until after reversal and (2)upon reversal there is insufficient time to dissolve the residue 
before being introduced into the subterranean formation. 

This is unconvincing. Applicant's argument is an admission that claim 24 is met by Briscoe's table I compositions. Briscoe's example of 
300 lb hydroxypropyl Guar, 205 lb NaOH and zero inhibitor clearly must meet claim 24. Even the inhibited examples meet claim 24 
because the claims' "gelled" does not prevent some ungelled agent also being present. Applicant does not consider inhibited gelling agent 
to be the residue excluded from the claims (see argument (1)). Also, when the concentrate or diluted concentrate is sent into the 
formation without first having its pH adjusted (col 8 line 3-17), applicant's claim 12 is met. This because the inhibited partially 
hydrated/gelled composition has no residue (see argument (1)) at the moment the composition is sent into the subterranean zone. 

Regarding argument (2), applicant's claims and specification make no mention of time constraints for dissolving the residue. There is no 
reason to believe dissolution will not occur rapidly. 

Applicant argues Brannon does not give sufficient time for the buffer to dissolve the residues. The examiner is unaware how much time 
would be necessary. Futhermore applicant's claims and specification also lack such a teaching. Patentability cannot hinge on a 
supposedly critical feature that applicant fails to enable. 
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
